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TRIED FOR His LIFE. 
THE TAN-YARD MURDER. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Crxcmrnati, O., March 11.—On the night of 
Saturday, Nov. 7, 1874, one of the most awfal 
murders of the century was committed ia a tan- 
yard in the City of Cincinnati. So bloody and 
inhumanly cruel was it that it has been men 
tioned ever since ag the Tan-Yard Horror.“ 

Hermann Schilling, a German, in the full 
flush and health of strong young manhooa, that 
night went to his bed seemingly at peace with 
all the world. Hermann Schilling had the care 
of ahorse belonging in the tan-yard, and he 
slept in the tannery buildings, close to his horse. 
He was the only human being who remained in 
the tan-yard at night. That night, Saturday, Nov. 
7, this Hermann Schilling, who went to bed 
seemingly at peace with ali mankind, was beaten 
with clubs and run through with the iron prongs 
of a pitchfork till the life was out 
of bim, and then his battered body 
was dragged along the ground and thrown into 
the tan-yard furnace. Next morning some police 
officers looked into the ashes in the furnace, and 
found an ewful ‘‘ chunk of something blackened 
and drawn together.” That was what they called 
it on the witness-stand. This awful lump, 
blackened and drawn together, was the roasted 
body of the strong, happy, young Hermann 
Schilling. It is avery horrible thing to write 
and to read. 

Two men anda boy, George Rufer, and Au- 
dreas and Fred Egner, father and son, were ar- 
rested for the murder. The evidence seemed 
very strong against them. I was proved t_at the 
men Egner and Rufer each had a grudge at Her- 
mann Schilling, and worse than all, the boy, Fred 
Egner at length confessed ali the particulars of 
the whole bloody deed. The trial of George Rufer 
closed in February, and the jury brdéught in a 
verdict of guilty. Judge Murdoch suspended 
sentence until after the trial of the Eguers, and 
Rufer was returned to jail, where he now lies, 


.| awaiting from day to day the terrible fate which 


seems surely darkening over him. The torture 
of such suspense must be worse than the dread 
certainty itself,after doom has been pronounced. 
THE TRIAL OF ANDREAS EGNER, 
father of the boy Fred, is now in progress. It 
begau Monday, March 8, after an almost inter- 
minable delay in finding a jury ignorant enough 
to meet the requirements of civilized and enlight- 
ened justice. It cannot be denied that trial by a 
jurv of one’s peers has at length become a 
tragic farce. In che case of Egner, the news- 
papers expressed a fear lest the prisoner might 
die a lingering death before a jury could be 
found to try him. 

John Hallerbach, a boy 16 years old, heard the 
struggle in the tan-yard on the night of Nov, 7, 
heard the voice of Schilling cali for help, in 
choked, unnatural tones, and also, a little pre- 
vious, had seen men go to the tanyard, with 
cooper-staves in their hands. He is the leading 
witness. In giving his testimony, this boy, John 
Tlallerbach, declares he was so frightened that 
night that be scarcely knew what he was doing. 
And no wonder. The tan-yard where the deed 
was committed is one of the dismalest places in 
all Cincinnati, weird, gloomy, and evil-louking 
itself enough to make a bearded man charv of 
going about there at night. Just now John 
Hallerbach is much abused for his cowardice, 
but there is many a bearded man who would 
have tried no more than John Hallerbach to 
penetrate the bloody mystery. 

John Hallerbach is a pretty boy, with pink 
cheeks. bright hair, and an almost girlish look. 
A hoarse, subdued murmur thrills like a wave 
through the gaping crowd outside the bar, as 
this boy with the pink cheeks and bright hair 
takes the witness-stand. That crowd is not a 
pleasant crowd to lock at. It jams the amphi- 
theatre of the court-room, and wedges in about 
the door-way so that the police can scarcely 
keep the narrow passage-way clear. The occa- 
sion is a sweet and delightful entertainment to 
that throng. They stand there gapiug aud im- 
movable, hour after hour, drinking it in. They

Anon a policeman josties those near the door, 
and roughly orders them to stand aside.

IN THE SENATE. 
SENATOR CHRISTIANOY IN THE PINCHBACK CASE. 
Special Dupatch to The Chieago Tribune. 

Wasnrveton, D. C., March 12,--The sensa- 
tion of the day was the speech of Christiancy, 
the new Sepator from Michigan, upon the Pinch- 
back case. The Opposition Senators are making 
much of it to-night, and treat it as a bolt of the 
Republican caucus on the part of Christiancy. 
This is ugtrue and unfair. The caucus was 
galled solely for the purpose of determining 
whether the Pinchback case should be considered, 
and it. was expressly stipulated that in voting to 
consider the resolution, no Senator sbould 
be bound to vote for it except upon its 
merite. Obristiancy takes exactly the same 
view of the Lonuislaas i cass that 
was held by Matt Carpenter in his report last 
year from the Committee on Elections. Chris- 
biancy holds that there were no elections; that 
Kellogg is not the lavful Governor, and that, 
consequently, Pinchback is not elected. Chris- 
tiaaoy thought the President had committed an 
error in recognizing Kellogg, but denounced as 
absurd the fantasies of the Democratic charges 
that Gen. Grant is scheming for usurpation or 
imperial rule. The tone towards the President 
twas most friendly; towards Kellogg aud towards 
Congress it was bitterly severe, There were 
several passages jn which Christianoy 
was very caustic upon the Attorney- 
General. He said that upon the legal 
aspects all lawvers and jurists were mainly 
agreed, except, perhaps, the Attorney-Geoeral, 
if that constituted an exception. There was 
enough of conventional cant about Federal bay- 
onets to make the speech attractive to the Dem- 
ocra's. 

CHRISTIANCY HAS THE JUDICIAL, NOT THE ORATOR- 

GAL PACULTY. 

He read his speech from printed slips. The 
embarrassment of his new position, aud the fact

The Sack of Centralia, Mo., Told 
Fully for the First Time. 


1 Bed Page of History—The Terrible

TERRIBLE DEED OF ELOOD. 

To the general public this bare mention of the 

act, which is all the notice it has received, will 

call back a dim picture of the most eanguinary 
scene in the border warfare of fhe Southwest, 

But the story was never half told, and those who 

recall distinctly the publisbed details of the 

batchery, as it was then calied, have heard but 
one side, and that illy-described. 

The Centralia affair was the fitting conclusion 
of the Ulack-flag warfare instituted by Jennison 
and the Jayhawkers on one side, and by Quan- 
trell with the gaerrillas on the other. Quantrell 
bad as his Lieutenants Todd, Anderson, 
and Taylor, sod each one of them, 
after serving an apprenticeship with Quan-

A short time ag a circular issued by a com- 
mittee of the bondholders of the Peoria & Rook 
Island Railroad was published in Tun Taimune, 
which reflected severely on the management of 
the road, and recommended the foreclosure and 
sale of the rod. In reply to that circular the 
President and the General Solicitors of the road 
have now published an address to the first-mort- 
gage bondholders of the road defending their 
management, and recapitalating the leading 
éacts connected with the failure of the Peoria & 
Rock Island Railroad to bay its interest, and the 
appointment by the United States Court of a 
Receiver. , 

The managers, after reviewing all the meas- 
ures mus far taken by the various committees 
appointed by the stockholders and bondholders 
to examine the affairs of the Company, go on to 
state that in the early part of last October suit 
Was Commenced by Veeder G. Thomas et al. 
against the Peoria & Rock island Railroad Com- 
pany et al., forthe purpose of foreclosing the 
mo:tgage. Afterwards other bondholders were 
induced to join as complainants in said suit. 
Every effort was made by the officers of the Com- 
pany to delay and defeat this suit in Chicago. 
All the officers 
anxious to Ont an agreement recommended 
by the bondholders, whith was considered ex- 
tremely fair and hberal toward the Company. 
In spite, however, of all the Company couid do, 
the suit at Chicago was pressed, and the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver insisted upon. After hear- 
ing the facts, the Court decided that it was a 
case in which d 

THE RECEIVER SHOULD BE APPOINTED, 

and allowed all parties to suggest the names of 
persons they might desire for that position. The 
Company suggested the name of J. R. Hilliard. 
believing that his appointment would be perfect-

THE PORK-MANUFACTURES OF CHICAGO. 

Tus Trisunze yesterday contained a gen- 
eral statement of the operations of the season 
of pork-packing in Chicago just closed. The 
figures show that the season has been one of 
even more than ordinary activity, involving 
the employment of an extraordinary amount 
of capital and of general expenditure. Ex- 
eluding 103, 787 hogs packed in October, the 
total number packed in the regular season of 
four months was 1,645,776 hogs. The aver- 
age weight of these swine was 2514 pounds, 
and the average price paid for them was 
$6.62} per 100 pounds. The amount of 
money paid by the packers of the city for 
hogs during the season of four months was 
$28,913,000! Including those packed in 
October and those packed since the close of 
the official season, there was paid in Chicago 
for hogs the round sum of $30,000,000. 

This immense stock was handled through 
the aid of the national and private banks of 
this city, who made the advances; they then 
sent portions of the paper Eastand had it 
discounted, and, with the aid of the capital 
and credit thus combined, the packers of this 
city were able to send thirty millions of dol- 
lars cash into the country in payment for 


this crop. 


The purchase of the hogs was nct all of the 
expenditure. There was money required for 
labor, for salt, for barrels, boxes, and other 
packages. The cost of these is of course to 
be included in the value of the raw material, 
and increases largely the aggregate amount 
of capital employed in the business during 
the season, perhaps not less than eight to ten 
millions. : 

The manufactured products have command- 
ed good prices. The prices are of course 
mainly regulated by those of the foreign 
market. This is one of the lines of man- 
ufacture which is not protected.“ The 
man in Congress who owns a mineral spring 
at Saratoga, with gushing tears in his eyes, 
implored the House to protect the gushing 
mineral springs of this country against the 
competition of the pauper springs of Europe ; 
he declared that, unless these American 
springs were protected, their owners would 
become bankrupt. In a Congress where a 
majority of the members  represent- 
ed some protected mill, or forge, 
or factory, or patent, the &ppeal was a 
reasonable one; it was but a demand fora 
share of the spoils taken from the people. 
But here is a domestic manufacture which, 
after supplying the home market, has an im. 
mense surplus to sell to other countries. No 
less than one-fifth of the whole number of 
hogs packed in Chicago were packed under 
direct orders for Europe, Of the manufac- 
ture of other houses a large proportion was 
also purchased directly for the foreign mar- 
ket, which fixes the price of the whole crop. 
One feature of the Chicago packing-trade is 
that of cutting the meats to suit the local 
tastes and habits of various places in En- 
gland, Ireland, and elsewhere, and in the list 
of the meats put up this season are the fol- 
lowing varieties: Staffordshires, Trish 
Cut,” “ Yorkshires,” Birminghams, and 
„ Wiltshires.” Another feature is the variety 
of singed bacon to meet a foreign demand 
for bacon cleaned by fire rather than by hot 
water. In these special varieties are included 
nearly fourteen. millions of pounds of meat. 

We have on several occasions sought to 
direct public attention to the fact that those 
classes of American manufacture that enjoy 
protection never produce any surplus that 
can be sold abroad or beyond the local demand. 
They are in the condition of the who 
produces from day to day and year to year 
only enough to meet his own consumption. 
He adds nothing to the general wealth. In 
the absence of falsely called protection,“

That is the way the unprotected class are 
intercepted on their return from market; 
out of their thousand dollars’ proceeds from 
the sale of their pork they have to deliver 
$312.62 to be paid over, not to the support 
of the Government, but asa bounty to the 
protected gentry who live under the spolia- 
tion of the productive labor of the country. . 

We submit this exhibit of the financial 
character of the packing business of this city 
also to the gentlemen of the Legislature who 
are so fierce for taxing all money, capital, 
and credits, employed in this State. In the 
four months just expired, $30,000,000 of 
home and foreign capital were actively em- 
ployed in purchasing this stock of the farm- 
ers. Without this capital the hogs could 
not have been handled or purchased. This 
capital put them in motion, and gave to them 
a value they could not have otherwise ob- 
tained. In legislating on this subject it 
should be borne in mind that any tax on the 
money or credits employed in the purchase 
of pork, or grain, or other provisions, is as 
direct a tax on the product itself as is the 
cost of transportation. The ultimate price 
of articles being the price pnid in the foreign 
market, every penny added by way of domes- 
tic charges for transvortation, handling, in- 
terest, or taz, must be deducted from the 
price paid to the producer. Any tax upon 
the use of money or credit employed in the 
purchase of grain or pork is, of necessity, de- 
ducted from the price at the place of produc- 
tion, and the removal of every tax, of what- 
ever form, is so much added to the price of 
the hogs or grain in the hands of the produ- 
cer. Let the gentlemen at Springfield, be- 
fore they adjourn, ask themselves by whom 
is the tax to be paid, and whether, like the 
tariff, the tax on capital is not so much of the 
proceeds of the hogs and grain, confiscated, 
and taken from the.farmers.

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MONEY IN RUSSIA. 

One of the most difficult things for a man 
with a financial bee in his bonnet to under- 
stand is that money obeys the same laws all 
over the world. He knows that the value 
and the usefulness of wheat and iron, corn 
and cotton, depend upon the same causes in 
America, in England, in Germany, and in 
Russia; but he is unable to grapple with the 
fact that money, wheat and iron, corn and 
cotton, are all commodities, and that each of 
them is affected in the same way by the same 
things the world over. So he pooh-poohs the 
financial facts of other countries and prates 
of the American system,” as if there were 
something im our climate or Government 
which gave a piece of gold or a piece of pa- 
per certain qualities not to be obtained 
in the “effete despotisms” of Fu- 
rope. The unprejudiced student knows 
that the laws of political economy 
cannot be superseded by those of Congress, 
or Parliament, or King. They work in 
Turkestan as they do in the United States. 
We have already cited proofs of the ills of 
irredeemable paper money drawn from the 
history of many other countries. We sup- 
plement this mass of proof to-day with a rec- 
ord of Russian finances. 

In 1769, Carmenmve IL. founded two banks, 
each of which issued 1,000,000 paper roubles. 
The paper was issued only in exchange for 
coin and on the pledge of merchandise. It 
had, then, some tangible “faith and re- 
sources” to depend upon. Nevertheless, as 
the record ruus, the number of assignate 
rapidly increasing, the money speedily fell in 
value.” In 1810, the paper circulation was 
557,000,000 roubles, and was sinking still lower 
in value. Russia then resorted to the favorite 
expedient of Austria and solemnly declared 
that this sum should be the limit. She then 
followed the further expedient of Austria, 
and broke the promise. In 1817, 836,000,000 
paper roubles were afloat. Contraction fol- 
lowed. In 1839, when the paper circulation 
had been cut down to 600,000,000 roubles, 
the value of the rouble had risen until it only

initiate, control, and direct the legislation of a 
popular Government, it cedses to be the party 
in power. The Democrats have an immense 
majority in the House of Representatives, 
They alone have the power to originate all 
measures of revenue, of taxation, and expend- 
iture. Without their previous action, the 
Senate and the Executive are utterly power- 
less in these particulars. The Republicans 
must accept such legislation on the subject of 
taxation, revenue, and expenditure as the 
Democratic House proposes, or take the 
responsibility of leaving the Government 
without anysupport. The Democratic House 
may refuse appropriations for the army or 
navy, and necessitate their practical disband- 
ment, and the Executive and the Senate are 
wholly powerless. A party which has lost 
the legislative authority cannot claim 
to be “the party in power.” The 
Senate and the Executive have each, it is 
true, a veto on the action of the House, but 
that is not a controlling power; to exercise 
that veto is simply to cut off the supplies or 
support of the Government. The House of 
Representatives is, theoretically and in fact, 
the represented will of the people. The 
present House was elected by a popular ma- 
jority of not less than half a million! It is 
the Legislature of the nation for two years, 
and, though the other branches of the Gov« 
ernment may offer a factious opposition to its 
proceedings, it is nevertheless the people’s 
representative in the Government, and must 
be respected as the responsible legislative au- 
thority of the country. The Republicans, 
for the next two years, can neither make 
laws, repeal laws, nor amend laws, and how, 
then can it be claimed that it is the party in 
power? The Democrats are therefore re- 
sponsible for the legislation of the country 
until such time as the people shall revoke 
the authority given in 1874, and Republicans 
must wait until that revocation is made be- 
fore they can again become the party in 
power. 5 


REPEAL OF THE REGISTRY LAW. 

The State Senate yesterday passed a bill 
repealing the Registry law, Messrs. Harnus, 
Kxnon, and Rosivson, of this county, voting 
for the repeal. We do not understand the 
motives for such action. The repeal of the 
law, so far as it applies to rural districts, 
might not have been of any serious conse- 
quences; but the repeal of the registry in 
large cities removes the last barrier to frauds. 
There is no longer any check upon voting. 
All that a man has to do is to offer his vote 
and it must be accepted. Requiring fraudu- 
lent voters to swear that they are lawful 
voters has been shown by long experience to 
be of no avail. Any candidate for office E- a 
large city, by the expenditure of money, can 
contract for any number of illegal votes that 
he may need. This has beéh done here to- 
fore, and, now that the Registry law is re- 
pealed, it will be done again. 

The voters of the First, Second, Tenth, 
and Eleventh Wards will hardly understand 
why Mr. Hares should vote to render illegal 
elections and fraudulent voting not only pos- 
sible but a certainty. The whole vote of 
these fonr central wards may be overruled by 
the number of repeaters who may vote in any 
one of Kznor’s wards. Mr. Senator Rostn- 
son represents the rural towns of this 
county, and we would like to know if he 
thinks the people of those towns favor the 
repeal of the Registry law in this city when 
the illegal vote of a single ward in Chicage 
may overwhelm the entire country vote. We 
think that both of these Senators, in this 
vote, sadly misrepresented the wishes of 
their constituents, and not only of Republic- 
ans but of the Democrats who favor honest 
elections and honest voting. Both Hanns 
and Rontxso were elected by Republican 
votes; both districts are strongly Republican;

COMPULSORY EDUCATION—PRO AND CON. 

We print elsewhere a letter against com- 
pulsory education.” The writer has the 
modesty to. attempt to reply to arguments 
which he boasts, at the outset, that he has 
never read. He thus writes himself down a 
Dogberry at the start.. His frequent viola- 
tions of English grammar, and his marked 
freedom from the shackles of the spelling- 
book, show that a little ‘‘compulsory educa- 
tion ” would have done him substantial good. 
The greater part of his letter is mere assertion, 
e. g., the other side [the divine right of 
every parent to make his child a dunce and 
a fool] ‘is espoused by all who have at heart 
the welfare and preservation of soci- 
éty.” He asks whgt right we have, 
in the face of what he calls prece- 


dents,” to advocate a sound school law; 


carefully refrains from quoting any ‘‘ prece- 
dents;” and then answers his question with 
the telling argument: I say, none, sir, 
Whatever.“ This sort of thing generally con- 
vinces the “I” and his wife, but nobody 
else. 

When his egotism permits him to try to 
argue the case, he shows—what might, in- 
deed, be inferred from the beginning—that 
he does not understand what he writes about. 
He radically mibstates the theory of com- 
pulsory education. A law to enforce educa- 
tion creates no new duty. It enforces one 
already existing. It is the duty of the parent 
to educate his child or have it educated. The 
State simply prevents his shirking that 
duty. It provides land, school-houses, 
teachers, desks, fuel, light, everything but 
scholars. It throws open the door to knowl- 
edge. If the parent stands before the door, 
pushing back his child into the outer darkness 
of ignorance, dooming him to pauperism, 
crime, and stupidity, inflicting the most bar- 
barous of all wrongs upon him,—then the 
State collars the unnatural father and says 
to him: Knowledge is your child’s right; 
you shall not rob him of it; if you will not 
educate him elsewhere, you shall not keep 
him from the education awaiting him here ; 
the law will not let you starve his mind any 
more than starve his body.” 5 

Our correspondent admits that the State 
slfould encourage education by providing 
everything it does now. He admits, then, the 
right of compulsory taxation for such pur- 
poses. But universal taxation implies the 
duty of the State to provide for universal 
education. Education, to be general, must 
be something more than voluntary and op- 
tional on the part of the parent. If taxation 
is compulsory, education should be so also. 
The citizen who pays a school-tax has the 
right to have that tax used in the way in 
which it will do most good. The right to tax 
for school purposes involves the duty to keep 
the schools full. | 

The highest right of the State—that of 
self-preservation—makes compulsory educa: 
tion an absolute duty, because a necessity. 
Universal suffrage without universal educa- 
tion merely prepares the way for, first, 
corruption; next, anarchy; last, despot- 
ism.

Our Government is founded solely upon the consent 
of the people, and its powers are subject to their con- 
trol. Tue evils we now live under have resulted from 
the acts of unfaithful representatives, who hu ve set’ 
the interests of party above thoss of the people. Their 
evils are chiefly displayed: in our monetary 
system and the monppolies which it has en- 
gendered; this system bemg wmonerchical in ite 
principies and subversive of republican Gov- 
ernment; and as experience demonstrates that we 
cah have no hope of reform from existing political par- 
ties, it becomes our imperative duty to organize a new 
party, to the end that we may resist the encroach- 
ments of the money power upoa the rights of tbe peo- 
ple, stay the tade of corruption dnd extravagance 
which overfiows the land, and piace the central of the 
resources and finance of the country in the hands of 
the people, We. therefore, esta'lish the Independent 
party, and declare its principies to be as follows: 

1. tt is the duty of the Government to establish a 
monetary system based on the faith and resources of 
genius of this Govern- 
ment, and adapted to the industrial and commert i 
needs of the country. To this end the notes of all Na- 
tional and State Banks should be withdrawn from cir- 
culation, and paper mopey issued by the Government 
directly to the people, in payment of the Government 
obligations, without the intervention of any system of 
banking corporations, which money ahall be legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public and 
private, duties on imports included, except that 
portion of interest and principal the present public 
debt that is by express terme the law creating it 
made payable in metallic money; this money to be in- 
terchangeable at the option of the holders with regis- 
tered Government bonds bearing a rate af interest not 
exceeding 3.65 per cent per annum. 

2. This system of finance will, by stimulating our 
industries and commerce, soon make the United States 
the depository of the precious metals of the world. 

3. The adoption of this system, by furnishing saffi- 
cient money, at low interest, will solve the question of 
cheap transportation, because it will enable railroads 
and the carrying to relieve themselves of their 
loads of debt and lower their rates, and enable the 
people to construct additional lines whenever internal 
commerce may require. 

4. Itis the duty of the Government in all its legis- 
lation to keep in view the full development of the agri- 
cultural and mineral resources of the country, and its 
manufacturing interests. 

5. The great interests of productive industry claim 
their just recognition at the hands of the Govern- 
ment of the rr and through the monetary system 
here proposed all these interests can be fully secured. 

6, As the public domain is the rightful heritage of 
the people, it should not be distributed to speculators 
or corporations, but for actual settlers. 

7. It is the duty of the Government to equalize the 
bounties of soldiers and to bring to speedy settlement 
all other just claims arising fro) the late War. 

8. All the rights, privileges, and immunities recog- 
nized by che Government should be based on the fact 
of citizenship, equal rights before the law being 
secured by the Constitution. 

9. We insist upon and demand severe retrenchment 
and economy in all branches of thd public affairs, 

10. Rivers and harbors being under the jurisilic- 
tion of the Government, should te by it improved 
when necessary to the commerce of the people. 

il, Through the monetary system herein proposed 
there will be established between the citizens of this 
country a firm and lasting bond of union by givin 
common interest in the common Government, an 
bringing peace and prosperity to each and all its in- 
habitants, * 

12. As all special privileges, immunities, and*powers 
conferred on corporations of any kind or natute are 
granted at the expense of the people, these privileges 
and powers must be held subordiuate to the rights of 
the people, and subject to the subversion and control 
of power granting them.

A FARWEN’S VIEW OF THE TARIFF, 


To the Editor of The Chicaao Tribune: 

In the issue of the Inter-Obeuan of March 2, 
1875, I find an article on linseed and linseed oil: 
It not only surprises, but amuses me, to find 
with what blissful ignorance the author treats 
the question of protection and a protective tar- 
iff. He says that This country has been bene- 
fited by the tariff on linseed oil,” and shows, for 
cause, that the import is now less than former- 
ly, and then winds up by saying: 
„We maintain that free trade would 
be emphatically and particularly their (the ag- 
ricultural classes) ruin.” Ia order that you will 
the better understand me, Mr. Editor, I must 
tell you that I was not always a farmer; but 
have spent a great portion of my life as an arti- 
sen, and for some timo have been in the employ 
of American manufacturers, I lived as.artisans 
did then, and probably as they live now,—de- 
pendent, and from such conditions of life I de- 
rived my opinions. My thoughts were gov- 
erned by my knowledge, and that knowl- 
edge was educated to know my own i0- 
terest irrespective of that of my neighbor. 
Our employers found no difficulty in educating 
us to believe that a protective tariff would shut 
off foreign manufacturers from our markets, 
and that, when they had the market all to them- 
selves, they would be enabled to raise the price 
of their ware, and pay us more per — for our 
labor. That was true legic to me, and I never 
stopped to thiuk that any interference with free 
commerce would hurt my neighbor who was 
making and mending another kind of ware on 
which there was po protective tariff. 

But when I turned to be a farmer, and looked 
upon my former career, I must conféss that I 
discover the great error of my life. 
I saw that there was an inevitable law of com- 
merce not governed by any one man or body of 
men, and that whenever the law was meddled 
with by legislation it was to the detriment of the 
many, and especially injurious to the farmer. 
When I became a farmer Free- Trade became my 
motto, and when the editor of the Inter- Ocean 
exchanges the pen for the plow he will also 
preach a different doctrine than Protection. 

The Jnter-Ocean further states that We are 
yet deplorably dependent upon the British East 
Indies for seed,” and says that the American 
Jlax-seed is much lees oil-yielding than East India | 
varieties, and then states: 

H ee ever the

INSURANCE LOANS. 

The Daily Graphic of New York says that money 
has become so abundant and so difficult to loan at the 
usual rates that one of our largest insurance compa- 
nies is seriously considering the propriety of making 
loans without charging the borrowers anything but 
the legal rate of interest.

Dried fruits are fairly active and 
domestic varieties are stronger, Apples and peaches 
have agam advanced. Coal, wood, pig-iron, and bag- 
ging were nominaily upchanged, The oll market was 
reasonably active, and firm, 

The demand for lumber continues to improve, and 
the general market is gradually gaining in strength. 
Prices are now regarded as being very low, and any 
change would probably be toa higher range. No new 
features were noticed in hardware, iron, woodenware, 
or nails. The latter were weak, but articles under the 
other heads were tolerably steady, and in some in- 
stances firm. Broom-corn was fairly active and firm 
atthe current figures, Hay was in continued good 
demand, but less strong in consequence of larger of- 
ferings. Seeds were active and firm except timothy, 
which was dull and weak, but not quotably lower. 
Potatoes were weak, the receipts being larger.

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THE FIRST CHICAGO CASE.

eto, but somehow failed to attract the gttention 
of the waiters; Which, to them, was a strange 
proceeding, especially since the law said that they 
could be served. A vigorous thumping upon the 
table elicited the attention of the night-watch- 
man only, who, for some reason, failed to com- 
preheod bis duty, or at least to give them 
any attention. Enduring for a while these 
insults and slights, which are common to 
inhabitants of restaurants, they quit the estab- 
lishment, but returned the next morning to see 
if they could then get justice. Failing to ob- 
tain satusfaction, they went to find redress in 
the law which had made them the equals of the 
reat of mankind. After hstening to their tales 
of woe, 
COMMISEIONER HOYNE 

politely informed them that he was not as yet 
in 9 mage ofacopy of the law, except what 
uad been published in the daily press, and be 
did not feel warranted in acting thereupon. The 
complainauts rephed that they were waiters at 
the Tremont House restaurant, and had been ad- 
vised by Mr. James Couch to take the steps they 
had. They understood that tho indignity they 
had suffered was under the lew worth jast $500, 
and nothing less would satisfy them. Mr. 
Hoyne replied thet he was a little short of 
change just then, and that they had better call 
again, which they agreed to do. 

A reporter, hearing of the circumstances early 
yesterday morning, waited upon Messrs.

to get their version of the troubles. Charlie 
Whyland was found in businesstrim. After an 
introductory converse, he said that he knew 
Hamilton and Jonson, and that they had at one

THE REMUNERATION OF ARCHITECTS. 
To the Kuitor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Curcaco, March 12.—Whenever the city or 
county authorities tryto stir up the Court-House 
question, I notice that the discussion is always 
concentrated upon the compenastion of the 
architect or architects to be employed. As this 
1s the first part of the business to be done, and 
the first expense to be incurred, the discussion 
of it always gives en opportunity to those who 
want to gain acheap reputation. for economy, 
without regard to a proper understending of the 
qualifications required of am architect, the 
extent of thé labor to be performed by 
bim, and its attendant expense, and the 
value of properly-rendered services, Boliticians 
consider it a good occasion to make capital for 
themselves, whed they can dealaim against the 
extravagance of paying architec 
cent, while it is a fact that archited 
tion, who are not obliged to offer @ 
competition for the bare chance of being one in 
a dosen to get a job, are constantly receiving 
such remuneration in their private practice ; 
which commissions, now that materials and labor 
are so cheap, are, ag regards the actual 
remuneration, one-third less than they were 
two years ago. These commissions vary 
according to the amount of the 
elaboration and the intricacy of the building to 
be erected, the lowest charge of 3 per cent being 
for storehouses or facteries, and the rate of 5 
per cent for dwellings, charches, and the hke. 

You will pardon me, perhaps, for adding that 
the press, actuated as I believe by a true public 
epirit, has geverally fallen into the same orror 
an the politicians, and has habitually, since the 
proposed Court-House rebuilding was first 
broached, been calling public attehtion to the 
extravagant amounts which it is proposed ‘9 pay 
the architects, and lias suggested the poss. pility 
of a scheme for dividing up the commissious 
with Aldermen or County Commisgioners, 

Acknowledging the greater influence of tie 
presen upon public opinion ia these matters thau 
the assertions of Aldarmen and Commissioners, 
I fear (bat its tendency will be to draw off tee 
discussiot from what 1 consider to be the vital 
point in starting the new Court-House, and that 
is the necessity of having an architect, or arehi- 
tecls, who are not only men of respectability, 
wut above all suspicion of dishonesty or dispo- 
sition to counive with any one against the pub- 
lic treasury ; men whe ate free from all associa- 
tions or jntereste which sould iu any way bias 
their judgment, and. above all. who are not mixed 
ub in the affaiie of professional politiciaus. These 
qualiues combined with the requsite professional 
Skill are the rst essentials in whoever may be 

the Court-House architects. The position of 
au architect on such a building is one of power 
aod trust, Any one acquainted with the minu- 
tie of architectural practice in large cities must 
be aware not only of the opportunities for cor- 
rupt dealing, Lut of the direct temptationg to 
betray their fiduciary reiations to their clients, so 
often thrown before them, How muth greater 
these ara when a public building is to be erected. 
Let me ask, therefore, is there not danger that 
when gup high rates of remuner- 
ation are decried, unscrupulous architects may 
be only So willing to reduce their rates, and thus 
hoodwink the public with a suggestion of econo- 
my to begin with? If there are to be corrupt 
combinations between architects and committee- 
men, the discounting of a commission of 4 per 
cent would be small game indeed, and not by 
guy means & judicious mode of swinding the 
county, It is much simpler to make specifica- 
tions susceptible of two interpretations, and 


thus throw all the contracts into the bands 


of those who are privately informed what 
interpretation will be egacted when the work 
This is an illustration of but one 
of the methods of swindling which are ible. 
I do not offer these remarks in connection with 
the gentiemen who have beep proposed as ar- 
chitects, but to show that the-right men should 
be fairly remunerated, and that the expenditure 
of 4 per cent for architect's services on such 2 
structure as it is proposed to erect is of small 
moment compared with the danger of employing 
those who, by reason of being not taitly re- 
munerated, would be more likely to surrender 
themselves to the temptations which must in- 
evitadly surround them, and might indirectly 
copniye to get their pay in some illegitimate 
manner, if not to commit wholesale robbery.

Against Him. 


Three for Libel and One for an Obscene 
Publication. |

Indictments are falling thigk as January snow- 
flakes upon the head of the person who edits the 
Chicago Times. This time, however, he ap- 
pears to have failen foul of men not overmuch 
inclined to practice the Christian virtue of for- 
bearance,—a very easy doctrine for those w 
are not chiefly concerned in a gross personal 
tack. Chief among the wrathy victims of the 
Timea’ Sunday pubiieation ig that tall and im- 
posing warrior, Gen. Lieb, who has, as he says 
himself, borne bravely up under the insults of 
the sheet referred to for many years, but whose 
heart is now stoned to. unrelenting bitterness 
toward the satanic newspaper of the Northwest. 
The article of Sunday wes too much for him, so 
he went before the Grand Jury Thursday, aud 
succeeded in procuriog an indictment against 
Mr. Storey for libel.

lowed him around town, and, on promise of re- 
traction,—-which was made in a half-hearted 
manuer,—he agreed to let the first indictment 
80 by defauit. The renewal of the war by 
the Sunday Times, where he was accused 
of being corruptly cgncerned in the Matthews 
Hospital lot,—a very old story,—and also of 
having had dishonest dealings with a certain fur- 
nishing house which was to supply the county 
with furniture, bas proved to mucn for his peace 
of mind.
